Motorists 
On Lights

An automobile driven at 
night with only one head­ 
light burning presents a dan­ 
gerously deceptive picture to 
the traffic ahead of it and 
provides insufficient light on 
the road for its driver, Cap­ 
tain P. J. Ford of the Califor­ 
nia Highway Patrol Gardena 
office, said today. 

"Every driver on the road 
can avoid presenting this kind 
of a picture," Captain Ford 
said, "if he will continually 
see to it that his headlights 
work on both high and low 
beam. He may also save him­ 
self a possible citation since 
the California Vehicle Code 
requires all headlamps to be 
in working order. The brief 
time it takes to see that all 
his lights are in working or­ 
der isn't much of a price to 
pay for the driver's personal 
safety and the safety of others 
on the highway." 

Captain Ford also urged 
drivers to be courteous as 
well as legal in their use of 
headlights. 

"Headlights must not only 
be dimmed for approaching 
traffic, but for people im­ 
mediately ahead of you," he 
said.
